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Comer shares vision in day-long visit

Republican gubernato¬ 
rial candidate James Comer 
spent the day in Greensburg 
Jan. 28, visiting commu¬ 
nities around the county, 
meeting with supporters in 
Summersville, Pierce and 
Greensburg. 

Comer, the Kentucky Ag¬ 
riculture Commissioner who 
is seeking the Republican 
nomination for governor in 
the May primary, has long 
ties to Green County, some¬ 
thing that he remembers 
every time he travels to his 
Tompkinsville home from 
his state office. 

“There is only one per¬ 
son running for governor 
who can get to Greensburg, 
Summersville and Grab 
without having to put it in 
a GPS,” he said. “If we get 
a governor who knows the 
County Courthouse people, 
knows the City Hall people, 
knows the farm leaders and 
the school system, then I 
think we can work together 
to attract industry and build

roads that need to be built 
in Green County, and that’s 
what I pledge to do.” 

Commissioner Comer 
represented Green County 
for 11 years as part of his 
House of Representatives 
district when he served in 
the Kentucky Legislature. 
As a member of the State 
House, he fought for what he 
could for Green County and 
his district, he said, but that 
pales in comparison to what 
he could do were he to win 
the governor’s office. 

“I wouldn’t be here today 
if it were not for the people of 
Green County and the sup¬ 
port you have provided me 
over the years, and I want 
to return the favor,” he said. 
“The governor has all the 
power in this state.” 

State senators and repre¬ 
sentatives can vote to place 
projects the queue, but it’s 
the governor who gets things 
done, Comer said. 

“You’ve had roads in the 
six-year road plan for 30 
years,”he said. “Just because 
its in the plan does not mean 
its going to be built because 


there are more roads in the 
plan than there is money to 
build them. It is left to the 
discretion of the governor as 


to which roads are built and 
which are delayed.” 

Green County roads in the 
six year plan have been de¬ 


layed for too long and said he 
wants to change that, Comer

911 calls 
declined 
in 2014

The number of incidents 
routed through the Green 
County Enhanced 911 Cen¬ 
ter declined for most emer¬ 
gency agencies in 2014. 

The number of commu¬ 
nications declined in Green 
County last year for five of 
the seven main agencies 
dispatched through the En¬ 
hanced 911 Center. In some 
instances, the communi¬ 
cations were significantly 
fewer. 

In total the E-911 Cen¬ 
ter created 9,071 records 
in 2014 for ambulance, fire, 
police and rescue services. 
Those records encompass all

Mills talks of issues facing session

“I’m really more inter¬ 
ested in acting on your be¬ 
half when it comes to mak¬ 
ing laws and taking care of 
business in this state.” This 
is the sentiment State Rep. 
Terry Mills shared with 
Greensburg Rotary mem¬ 
bers Jan. 27 at their regular 
weekly meeting. 

He spoke of his desire to 
get input from his constitu¬ 
ency on issues likely to be 
addressed by the state leg¬ 
islature when it convenes 
this week. 

Mills told Rotary, “I do 
want to know how you feel 
about some of these issues.” 

He said, as of now, some 
179 bills have been filed and 
before the session ends ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 to 1,200 
bills will likely be filed. 

Rep. Mills remarked that 
about 10 percent of those will 
become law. 

He commented that his 
work as a legislator is a re¬ 
warding experience. 

“It’s interesting; it’s fas-

cinating and you really feel 
like you’re at the heart of 
government when you’re 
there,” he said. 

The state representative 
informed Rotary members of 
issues that are likely to be 
considered this session. 

A proposal for a Smoke 
Free Kentucky in public 
places across the state is 
likely to come up for a vote 
this session, he said. 

Also, Mills said, there is a 
movement to allow for a local 


sales tax option. 

He noted that an amend¬ 
ment to the constitution for 
this must first be placed on 
the ballot in 2016 and ap¬ 
proved by the voters. 

The state constitution will 
have to be changed, the rep¬ 
resentative said, that will al¬ 
low local counties and cities 
to pass an additional sales 
tax of up to one percent on 
sales. 

He commented that there 
is also talk about legislation 
to improve the Teacher Re¬ 
tirement System by the is¬ 
suing of bonds. 

Rep. Mills said the mo¬ 
mentum seems to be to 
make, through a bond issue, 
the system more solvent for 
a certain period of time. 

Road funding is another 
major issue facing the legis¬ 
lators. With the loss in reve¬ 
nue from fallen gas taxes, the 
state is likely to lose approxi¬ 
mately 20 percent of its road 
funding budget, he said. 

Mills noted there is a pro¬ 
posal to do something about 
this shortfall. 

He said also a bill has been 


filed to allow the use of me¬ 
dicinal marijuana prescribed 
by physicians. 

According to the repre¬ 
sentative, efforts to raise the 
minimum wage is another is¬ 
sue facing the legislature. 

“It won’t happen this year 
because our legislature is 
still divided.” Mills said. 

There is also a bill filed 
to replace the death penalty 
with a sentence of life with¬ 
out parole, he said. 

State Rep. Mills said that 
people should inform their 
legislators as to where the 
emphasis should be placed 
when it comes to the trans¬ 
portation budget. 

What monies are avail¬ 
able, he said, “It all comes 
back to road funding.” 

“I think my job is to rep¬ 
resent the people who sent 
me there. I don’t want to be 
a politician; I want to be a 
representative.” Rep. Mills 
said.

Those who say you 
can’t get something 
for nothing apparently 
have never met a vol¬ 
unteer. 

About two-thirds of 
adults in our country ac¬ 
tively help others like a 
neighbor, while roughly 
a fourth go a step fur¬ 
ther and donate time 
through their churches, 
civic groups, charities, 
schools and other help¬ 
ful organizations. 

That group provides 
about 8 billion hours 
of work for free each a 
year, according to the 
Corporation for Na¬ 
tional and Community 
Service, and the value 
of that time is estimated 
at $175 billion. For Ken¬ 
tucky, nearly 800,000 
people volunteered in 
2013, putting in 87 mil¬ 
lion hours worth about 
$2 billion. 

Collecting and dis¬ 
tributing food to those 
in need, fundraising and 
mentoring youth are the 
three largest categories 
of volunteering, the cen¬ 
ter says. 

The U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics adds 
that the 35-44 age group 
has the highest volun¬ 
teer rate, but the most 
hours per volunteer 
goes to those between 65 
and 74. Among young 
adults, college students 
volunteer at a rate twice 
as high as those not en¬ 
rolled in postsecondary 
education. 

Beyond giving our 
time, we are also gener¬ 
ous in donating money 
as well. The Giving 
USA Foundation put 
that figure nationally at 
more than $335 billion 
in 2013, which was near 
pre-recession levels and 
more than a fifth higher 
than it was in 2009.

chief mission is to help 
others. 

Habitat for Humani¬ 
ty, for example, has built 
more than 2,300 homes 
across the common¬ 
wealth over the last two 
decades and has a pres¬ 
ence in about half of our 
counties. Over the last 
60-plus years, WHAS 
Crusade for Children 
has raised more than 
$160 million. 

There are also more 
than 17,000 non-profit 
organizations in Ken¬ 
tucky, and they employ 
nearly 10 percent of the 
state’s workforce while 
generating nearly $24 
billion in revenues. 

AmeriCorps, a fed¬ 
erally-backed program 
that celebrated its 20^ 
anniversary last fall, is 
another organization 
making a difference. 
More than 900,000 have 
taken part over the 
years, including 9,400 
in Kentucky. Their work 
ranges from tutoring 
children and helping 
survivors of domestic 
violence to making sure 
communities are better 
prepared for emergen¬ 
cies. In 2013,those in 
Kentucky also trained 
and supervised almost 
16,000 volunteers. 

The program is ad¬ 
ministered by the Ken¬ 
tucky Commission on 
Community and Vol- 
unteerism and Service 
(KCCVS), which is part 
of the state’s Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services.

“Power of Three” 


Many factors will affect your results 
as an investor — and some of these fac¬ 
tors are beyond your control, such as 
interest-rate movements or the eurozone 
debt crisis or the sales results of the com¬ 
panies in which you invest.

• Time — Time can be a big asset

Suppose, for example, that 
you invested $3,000 per year and earned 
a hypothetical 7% annual return. After 
30 years, you’d have accumulated about 
$303,000 (assuming the investment was 
placed in a tax-deferred account, such 
as a traditional IRA). But if you put in 
$5,000 per year, instead of $3,000, and 


earned the same hypothetical 7% an¬ 
nual return, you’d end up with about 
$505,000 after 30 years, again assuming 
the investment was placed in a tradition¬ 
al IRA. The difference between $3,000 
per year and $5,000 per year isn’t all 
that much — just about $40 a week — 
but after 30 years, these relatively small 
differences can add up to a big sum of 
money. Of course, this is just a simple 
illustration that shows how saving more 
can possibly put you in a better position 
in the future. Keep in mind that there are 
no guarantees and that the value of your 
investments will fluctuate. 

• Return — You might think that your 
investments’ rate of return is the one 
variable over which you have the least 
control. However, “least control” doesn’t 
mean “no control.” You can control your 
potential return to the extent of select¬ 
ing a mix of stocks, bonds, government 
securities and other investments that 
reflects the level of risk you’re willing 
to tolerate in exchange for the potential 
growth you’d like to achieve. By creat¬ 
ing this mix, you can help yourself avoid 
the biggest investment risk of all — not 
reaching your long-term goals. 

By investing for as many years as you 
can, putting in as much as possible each 
year and choosing an investment mix 
that provides you with the greatest po¬ 
tential reward given your risk tolerance, 
you can take command, to a significant 
extent, of your own investment success.

Lady Dragon ace 
Mony Matney will con¬ 
tinue her fast-pitch ca¬ 
reer in Frankfort next 
season after signing 
with Kentucky State 
University 

“I can’t wait to be 
there because it’s close 
to home and I hope to 
play to the best of my 
ability keep my grades 
up and do what’s 
right,’’she said. 

Matney, who first 
appeared on the Green 
County High School 
ball since 2010, will be 
a six-year letter winner 
following her senior 
season this spring. She 
was a 2014 All State 
Honorable Mention. 

“We were looking for 
another quality player 
from Kentucky,” said 
KSU pitching coach 
David Morton. “Her 
academics were good 
for us and we feel like 
another pitcher would 
be a move in the right 
direction for us.” 

A .418 career hitter, 
Matney has led the 
Lady Dragon pitch¬ 
ing staff the past two 
years with 25 wins and 
a career 1.8 ERA. She 


has 36 complete games 
with 231 strikeouts in 
235 innings over the 
past two seasons since 
continuing the Lady 
Dragon’s pitching tra¬ 
dition. 

“It was an honor to sit 
behind two of the best 
pitchers in the state in 
Kasey Estes and Sum¬

said, along with mak¬ 
ing all rural areas more 
viable economically. 

Comer said there 
are opportunities for 
the state’s rural ar¬ 
eas, but to make that 
a reality, the culture of 
state government will 
have to change and he 
can bring about that 
change, something he 
has already begun in 
the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture. 

When he took the 
agriculture commis¬ 
sioner’s office, Comer 
called for an audit 
that eventually led to 
his predecessor, Richie 
Farmer, being sen¬ 
tenced to 27 months 
in federal prison. 

“We saw some prob¬ 
lems and we fixed 
them,” he said. “Today, 
that office is trans¬ 
parent, efficient and 
we shrank the size of 
our agency to do more 
with less. That’s what 
we need to do across all 
state government.” 

Comer said that is 
why he is running for 
the state’s highest of¬ 
fice. 

“I’m running for 
governor because I’ve 
seen what is happen¬ 
ing to a lot of our ru¬ 
ral counties because 
of the business cli¬ 
mate in Kentucky,” he 
said. “The rural coun¬ 
ties have been forgot¬ 
ten about in Frank¬ 
fort and every rural 
county has the same 
problem. When their 
best and brightest 
graduate high school 
and go to further their 
education, they have 
a hard time coming 
back to their home¬ 
town because we don’t 


have the same oppor¬ 
tunities in the small 
counties as we do in 
the bigger counties or 
other states.” 

Comer said that by 
changing the culture 
in state government, 
the business climate 
in Kentucky can be 
changed to make it 
easier for local officials 
to attract industries to 
come into the counties 
an cities. 

“We can do that in 
one legislative session 
by focusing on the 
things the states that 
are growing have al¬ 
ready implemented,” 
he said. “Right to work 
is big issue. It’s contro¬ 
versial and I know not 
everybody agrees with 
it, but the bottom line 
is that if you are not a 
right to work state you 
are not going to be able 
to attract those good¬ 
paying manufacturing 
jobs.” 

Tax reform will also 
be a priority in his ad¬ 
ministration, Comer 
said. And tax reform 
will have wide-spread¬ 
ing benefits, 

“I believe in public 
schools,” Comer said. T 
am the only candidate 
for governor whose 
kids attend public 
schools, and you have 
great schools in Green 
County, but one issue 
schools have had with 
revenue coming in is 
that the state’s tax 
code is not growing 
with the economy. If 
you want to bring in a 
reliable source of rev¬ 
enue you have to have 
an elastic tax code and 
Kentucky’s is not.” 

Comer said the 
state’s tax code was

incidents routed through 
the center including 
emergency telephone 
calls for assistance and 
agency-generated com¬ 
munications such as 
police officer radio calls. 

In 2013, there were 
11,201 such communi¬ 
cations. 

The Greensburg Po¬ 
lice Department, which 
has the most commu¬ 
nications of any agen¬ 
cy, was responsible for 
more than a third of all 
communications. The 
3,624 GPD communica¬ 
tions in 2014 was down 
12.7 percent from 2013, 
however. GPD Chief of 
Police Wayne Hedges- 
peth said the decrease 
could be attributed to a 
manpower shortage and 
to a heightened aware¬ 
ness among the popu¬ 
lace in assisting the de¬ 
partment in community 
policing and prevention 


of incidents. 

The Green County 
Sheriff’s Department, 
which had the second 
most number of com¬ 
munications at 2,346 
in 2014, was down from 
3,403 in 2013. 

Police calls weren’t 
the only decrease, 
though. Greensburg- 
Green County Fire and 
Rescue decreased 17.8 
percent to 655 inci¬ 
dents. Summersville 
Fire Department, how¬ 
ever, showed an increase 
of 12 percent with 74 in¬ 
cidents. 

The Green County 
Ambulance Service, 
which responded to the 
third most incidents, 
actually increased 15.5 
percent over 2013 with 
2,261 calls. 

Green County Res¬ 
cue Squad incidents 
decreased 18.4 percent, 
with 111.

Green County’s un¬ 
employment rate fell 
in December, according 
to labor force estimates 
released Thursday. 

The Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation and Workforce 
Development Cabinet 
figures indicated Green 
County’s preliminary 
unemployment rate 
was 4.7 percent, down 
from 5.5 percent report¬ 
ed in November. 

In December, the 
Cabinet estimates that 
5,039 Green Countians 
were employed in the 
civilian labor force with 
251 seeking unemploy¬ 
ment benefits. The 
estimated number of 
Green Countians in the 
civilian labor market is 
down markedly from 
December 2014 when 
5,548 Green Countians 
were working and 413 
were seeking unem¬ 
ployment benefits.

Local harvest 
also set record

After two seasons of 
record harvests, Green 
County’s deer hunters 
kept the pace up this 
past season. 

Statewide, the 2014- 
15 season closed on 
Jan. 19 with 138,892 
deer checked; the sec¬ 
ond highest total on 
record and third con¬ 
secutive season with 
a harvest exceeding 
130,000 deer. 

“Pm happy,” said 
Gabe Jenkins, deer and 
elk program coordina¬ 
tor with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resourc¬ 
es. “There are a lot of 
deer on the landscape, 
and we’re seeing an 
uptick in license sales. 
We’re providing hunt¬ 
ing opportunity and 
our hunters are able 
to be successful. As an 
agency, that’s what we 
want to do.” 

A record 144,409 
deer were taken dur¬ 
ing the 2013-14 season 
when a spotty acorn 
crop put deer on the 
move. 

Acorns were plenti¬ 
ful across much of the 
state this time around. 
Recognizing this, many 
hunters likely shifted 
their focus from field 
edges to the timber 
and travel corridors 
instead. 

A strong opening 
month and an unprec¬ 
edented start to the 
modern gun deer sea¬ 
son emerged as key 
drivers. 

“The three seasons 
where we have had 
our three greatest har¬ 
vests have featured 
big Novembers,” said 
David Yancy, deer bi¬ 
ologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “And 
there’s no question 
September has become 
more important or more 
interesting to hunters. 
I think hunters have 
gotten to where they 
like it and can’t wait 
to get out there.” 

Hunters checked 
5,928 deer in Septem¬ 
ber, the third high¬ 
est total on record for 
that month. Favorable 
weather across the 
state spurred a record 
harvest on opening 
weekend of modern 
gun deer season. 

Compared to the 
previous season, the 
modern gun harvest 
finished at 102,889, 
down less than 2 per¬ 
cent from the season 
before. 

Archers bagged 
18,368deerandmuzzle- 
loader hunters 14,673. 
Crossbow hunters ac¬ 
counted for 2,962 of the 
harvest total. 

Owen County again 
led the state. Hunters 
there checked 3,470 
whitetails. Pendle¬ 
ton County was next 
with 3,305 followed by 
Crittenden County at 
3,224, Christian Coun¬ 
ty at 3,062 and Graves 
County at 2,964. 

The majority of deer 
taken were male. Fe¬ 
male deer accounted 
for 45.7 percent of the 
overall harvest.

Green County’s 
deer hunters matched 
the statewide report, 
enjoying record suc¬ 
cess during the 2014- 

15 deer hunting sea¬ 
son. 

Local hunters re¬ 
ported taking 1,436 
deer in Green Coun¬ 
ty during the season 
that ended Jan. 19. 
That is an increase of 

16 deer more than the 
previous season. 

The harvest in¬ 
cluded 767 bucks, up 
2.3 percent over the 
previous season. 

The vast majority 
of deer were taken 
with modern fire¬ 
arms, with 1,182 tak- 


Chavis McDermott, who 
took this outstanding 
buck in November, was 
among the record num¬ 
ber of successful Green 
County, and statewide, 
deer hunters in 2014. 

Biologists estimated 
the statewide herd at 1 
million deer entering 
this past season. Herd 
estimates are derived 
throughcomputermod- 
eling that takes into ac¬ 
count harvest and age 
structure data. 

Looking ahead, the 
prospects are promis¬ 
ing for a strong 2015- 
16 season.

In the 
113th Congress, H.R. 
4190 was supported by 
123 bipartisan cospon¬ 
sors. 

“Whether it’s to in¬ 
quire about medica¬ 
tion, potential side ef¬ 
fects, or discussing oth¬ 
er ailments and compli¬ 
cations, many patients 
depend on their local 
pharmacists,” said 
Congressman Guth¬ 
rie. “Expanding access 
to services for seniors 
isn’t something impor¬ 
tant only to Kentucky, 
and I’m glad to have 
the bipartisan support 
of my colleagues from 
across the country.”

Health care change driven by more than law

“Your doctor’s vis¬ 
its might get longer, 
you deductibles prob¬ 
ably will be higher and 
you might be paying 
cash to be treated at a 
Wal-Mart near you as 
Kentucky adapts to a 
vastly changing health 
care landscape,” Mary 
Meehan reports for 
the Lexington Herald- 
Leader. “Nearly every¬ 
thing you know about 
how health care is paid 
for and provided will 
change during the next 
few years as patients 
and providers sort out 
the nuts and bolts of the 
Affordable Care Act.” 

But it’s not just the 


health-reform law 
that’s changing health 
care, Meehan reports 
from the Health Lead¬ 
ership Summit, held 
Thursday in Frankfort 
by state government 
and the Kentucky Hos¬ 
pital Association. She 
paraphrases the main 
speaker, Chas Roades, 
chief research officer 
for The Advisory Board 
Co., a Washington- 
based health consul¬ 
tant firm:. 

“Even if parts of the 
law are dismantled, he 
said, the health care 
needs of aging baby 
boomers are driving a 
fundamental change in 
the system. If patients 
have more choice, he 


said, it will be impor¬ 
tant for doctors to make 
more personal connec¬ 
tions with patients. The 
focus won’t be rolling 
patients through the 
door at a furious clip 
but on spending time 
with them to find out 
what it is going on.” 

Roades said the focus 
is shifting from treat¬ 
ment of illnesses to 
prevention, so health¬ 
care providers will be 
rewarded for keeping 
people healthy, and the 
transition period for 
health-care providers 
will be tough. 

State Health Secre¬ 
tary Audrey Haynes, 
who convened the meet¬ 
ing, said “We have to 


figure out how to have 
quality health-care ser¬ 
vices in the rural area 
of the state just like we 
do in the urban area.” 

Roades said educat¬ 
ing people about better 
health should involve 
community organiza¬ 
tions such as churches. 
“The average American 
has a fifth-grade health 
literacy,” he said. 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
said one key will be 
finding ways to reward 
patients for making 
responsible, informed 
choices: “We will fall 
short of our goals if 
we can’t find ways to 
engage our patients 
in new and effective 
ways.” 


More Kentuckians support health reform

The federal health- 
reform law is gaining 
support from Ken¬ 
tuckians, to the point 
that they are almost 
evenly divided about it. 

Those are among 
the results of the lat¬ 
est Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll, conducted 
for the Foundation for 
a Healthy Kentucky 
among a random sam¬ 
ple of almost 1,600 
Kentucky adults Oct. 
8 through Nov. 6, the 
final month of an elec¬ 
tion season in which 
the law was an issue. 

After two years in 
which opinion of the 
law was clearly unfa¬ 
vorable, the poll found 
that 39 percent view it 
favorably while 41 per¬ 
cent view it unfavor¬ 
ably. That is well within 
the poll’s error margin 
of plus or minus 2.5 per¬ 
centage points, which 
appliestobothnumbers. 

The findings are sim¬ 
ilar to a national survey 
taken at about the same 
time. The October 2014 
Kaiser Health Track¬ 
ing Poll found that 36 
percent of U.S. adults 
had favorable views 
of the law; 43 percent 
were unfavorable, and 
20 percent did not know 
or offered no opinion. 

In the Kentucky poll, 
about as many people 
reported a negative 
impact from the law 
(21 percent) as a posi¬ 
tive impact (18 per¬ 
cent). The positive-im¬ 
pact number rose form 
7 percent in the 2013 
poll, which was taken 
just after enrollment 
for expanded Medicaid 
and subsidized health 
insurance had opened. 

Notably, 51 percent 
of those polled said they 
didn’t have enough in¬ 
formation to know how 
the law would affect 


them personally. That 
was down from 57 
percent a year earlier. 

Most of those who 
reported not having 
enough information, 64 
percent, had not gradu¬ 
ated from high school. 
Almost half of Kentuck¬ 
ians (47 percent) said 
they understood how 
the law would impact 
them personally. Sixty- 
six percent said the law 
had no effect on them. 

“KHIP data trends 
show overall support 
for the ACA has risen 
since 2013 as more 
Kentuckians have got¬ 
ten information about 
the law,” Susan Zepe¬ 
da, President and CEO 
of the Foundation for 
a Healthy Kentucky, 
said in a press release. 
“More work is need¬ 


ed to educate people 
about the law’s provi¬ 
sions and potential 
impacts on families.” 

The poll was also 
conducted for Interact 
for Health, formerly 
the Health Founda¬ 
tion of Greater Cincin¬ 
nati, by the Institute 
for Policy Research at 
the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati. It used land¬ 
line and cell phones. 

Opinions of the Pa¬ 
tient Protection and 
Affordable Care Act, of¬ 
ten called Obamacare, 
are still driven partly 
by politics. The survey 
found that 58 percent 
of Democrats had fa¬ 
vorable views of the law 
and 64 of Republicans 
had unfavorable views. 
Among independents, 
42 percent had unfa¬ 


vorable views and 31 
percent were favorable.
